New York, Nov. 2-—George White, 
Democratic national chairman, at 9 
o’clock tonight conceded the election of 
Harding and also of a Republican con- 
gress.

What the 
whole people decide, the whole people 
must accept. The Democratic national] 
committee abides by the result cheer- 
fully, if with forboding. Senator Hard- 
ing is the people's president. 

“In this election Republican propa- 
ganda has been shrewdly directed to 
induce the descendants of six Buro- 
pean nations to vote as six Huropean 
nations instead of as one American na- 
tion. They have inveigled these Ameri- 
cane to vote with their thoughts across 
the sea instead of on this country. 

“The common task must be to unite 
this group again. 

Says It Hurts Ireland. 

“ The fate of Irish freedom has been 
settled adversely. Men and women of 
Irish blood have voted for the cand, 
date who has declared the Irish ques- 
tion to be a domestic problem of Great 
Britain, in which we can have no offi- 
cial concern. With their support the 
American people have returned the 
Irish problem to Downing street. They 
have indorsed, I am sad to say, a sep- 
arate peace with Germany. 

“For the first time in eight years a 
Republican party is face to face with 
the task of constructive legislation and 
more than that the measures of re- 
construction for which the country 
has been asking a Republican con- 
gress for two years in vain.

‘By the will of the American people registered in 
@ national election the administration of the gov- 
ernment of this republic is to be changed. The 
régime of Woodrow Wileon and of his party is to 
be ended and the great powers and responsibilities 
of government will pass out of his masterful hands 
into those of Warren G. Harding. 

The exultation of a well deserved victory and a 
sense of the high honor conferred upon him will, 
we believe, be tempered in such a nature as Presi- 
Gent Elect Harding’s by a consciousness of the 

task confronting him. For the task is such as 
few of our presidents have had to undertake and 
Mr. Harding professes no infallibility and no trans- 
cendental powers. 

But that, we think, is his strength and the prém- 
ise of success amid difficulties. The man most 
humble among our great men, the man most will- 
ing to take counsel, brought the nation through 
the gravest of its perils and is cherished y

ple that American government and policy will 
under him return to its own. . 
The wisdom of common counsel has been the 
text for Senator Harding’s most telling utterances 
and’ we trust he will give early proof of his sense 
of the great weight of the respoggibilities confront- 
g him and the party by choosing the ablest cabi- 
net obtainable. Common counsel must be the best 
counsel if the nation’s neegs are to be adequately 
served, and it is believed that the sensitive egotism | 
and ever wakeful jealousy of power and preroga- 
tive which have been so costly during the outgoing 
ségime will be happily absent from the executive 
effice under Mr. Harding. The country hopes for 
a @abinet of a character which at once will com- 
mand ublic confidence.

Thomas Kearney, new president of the Chicago 
building trades council, has confirmed to employ 
the unions’ decision to refer all jurisdictional dis- 
putes to arbitration. That announcement justified

made as “a conference to increase 


Jurisdictional disputes, as every builder and 
every building trades worker has painful cause to 
know, have been one of the man} factors in the 
presént slump in building activity, and in the 
present housing shortage. The workers as well 
as the employers and those for whom buildings 
have been, or are being, erected have lost time and 
money while awaiting decision as to what union 
should do eurtain parts of the work. The building 
trades am promoting their own best interests as 
well eg the interests of the community by arranging 
an arbitration system which will eliminate such 
Yess and delay. | 

As they show wisdom in this matter it may be 
hoped that both they and their potential employers 
will show equa) wisdom in other concessions which 
may stimulate building. Material prices and re 
strictions and limitations on capital are other. 
features. of the building problem of equa! ‘or 
greater importance, and even more difficult of cor- 


rection. ‘The fact that the workers and employers 


were able to confer constructively ‘on #omnie points 
of the situajion indicates that they might work 
together toward a solution of other problems. 

Chicago is desperately in need of building. The 
city cannot continue its norma) growth and pros- 
perity if houses are not,proyided for its citizens, 
and office buildings and fagtories for its induatry.- 
Any dbstaclea which stand in the way of building 
obstruct the general prosperity, not only today, but 
for the future. If banks, supply men, contractors 
and workers will realize this and codperate to re- 
move such obstacles, as the workers have acted 
to remove the obstacle of jurisdictional disputes, 
we believe the general advantage to the city will 
be more than sufficient to overcome any immediate 
minor sacrifices made.

RAILROADS SET ' 
A GOOD RECORD 
FOR ACCIDENTS 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 2.—Fewer 
persons were killed on railroads during 
1919 than in any year since 1898 and 
fewer were injured than in any year 
since 1910, said a statement issued to- 
day by the interstate commerce com- 
mission. 

During 1919 6,978 persons were killed 
and 149,053 injured, compared with 
6,859 killed in 1898 and 119,507 injured 
in 1910. Of the killed during the year, 
277 were passengers; and of the in 
jured, 7,456 were passengers.. Em- 
ployés killed during 1919 numbered 
2,138, and 131,018 were injured. 

Fewer trespassers on railroads were 
killed in 1919 than during any year of 
the commission's records, which go 
back to 1890. Last year 2,653 tres- 
passers were killed and 2,658 injured. 
Railroad officials said there were less 
persons out of employment, and fewer 
tramps than formerly, because of the 
war.
